1. (Currently Amended) A remote-control transmitter comprising: 

a plurality of keys, each of said keys closing a respective switch contact upon being 
depressed; 

a microcomputer coupled to said keys for generating a respective signal in response to 
each of said keys being depressed; and 

a transmission circuit coupled to said microcomputer for transmitting said signal; 
wherein the microcomputer is operable to: 
be shifted to a test mode, 

store indications of c l os i ng which of said contacts rcgpono i vG to rcspcct i vG 
Hnprnr.n i nn nf nn i H kpyn are detected as closed after the test mode is initiated, 
aft^ said contacts indicated as closed responsive to respective depression of said 
keys, 

store indications of which of said contacts are detected as not closed, and 

transfer said indications of said contacts detected as cl osed and said contacts 
detected as not closed to said transmission circuit by dcloy i ng transfer of sa i d 
i nd i cotions unt il after more than one of sa i d i nd i cat i ons of c l os i ng of so i d contacts 
hos been stored . 

2. (Previously Presented) The remote-control transmitter according to claim 1, 
wherein said transmission circuit transmits said signal as one of an infrared ray signal and a 
radio signal. 
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3. (Previously Presented) The remote-control transmitter according to claim 1, 
wherein said signal additionally carries an identification signal that Identifies said 
microcomputer. 

4. (Previously Presented) A remote-control transmitter according to claim 3, 
wherein said transmission circuit transmits said signal as one of an infrared ray signal and a 
radio signal. 

5. (Currently Amended) A method of testing a remote-control transmitter, said 
method comprising the steps of: 

providing said remote control transmitter which includes: a plurality of keys, each of said 
keys closing a respective switch contact upon being depressed, a microcomputer coupled to said 
keys for generating a respective signal in response to each of said keys being depressed, and a 
transmission circuit coupled to said microcomputer for transmitting said signal; 

shifting the microcomputer to a test mode; 

storing indications of c l os i ng which of said contacts respons i ve to rcspGCtivc depress i on 
of sQ i d keys are detected as closed after the test mode is initiated , said contacts indicated as 
closed responsive to respective depression of said keys : 

storing Indications of which of said contacts are detected as not closed, 

transferring said indications of said contacts detected as closed and said contacts 
detected as not closed to the transmission circuit by delay i ng transfer of sold i nd i cat i ons unt il 
after more than one of sa i d I ndicat i ons of clos i ng of sa i d contocts has been stored ; and 

examining a signal generated responsive to said transferring. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method of testing the remote-control transmitter 
according to claim 5, wherein the transmission circuit transmits said signal as one of an infrared 
ray signal and a radio signal. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of testing the remote-control transmitter 
according to claim 5, wherein said signals additionally carries an identification signal that 
identifies the microcomputer. 
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8. (Previously Presented) A method of testing a remote-control transmitter 
according to claim 7, wherein the transmission circuit transmits said signal as one of an infrared 
ray signal and a radio signal. 

9. (Currently Amended) A remote-control transmitter comprising: 

a plurality of keys activating switch contacts upon being depressed, respectively; 
a microcomputer operable to: 

be shifted to a test mode. 

store indications of c l osing which of said contacts respons i ve to rogpcct i vc 
Hnpronr. i nn of GQid I cGyg are detected as closed after the test mode is initiated, aed-said contacts 
indicated as closed responsive to respective depression of said keys, 

store indications of which of said contacts are detected as not closed, and 

transfer the stored indications of said contacts dete cted as closed and said 
contacts detected as not closed to a transm i ss i on circuit by de l ay i ng transfer of sa i d ind i cat i ons 
unt il after more than one of sa i d ind i cations of c l os i ng of sa i d contacts has been stored . 

10. (Currently Amended) A method of testing a remote-control transmitter, said 
method comprising: 

providing a remote-control transmitter including: a plurality of keys activating switch 
contacts upon being depressed, respectively, a microcomputer coupled said switch contacts; 
and a transmission circuit coupled to the microcomputer; 

shifting the microcomputer to a test mode; 

storing indications of dog i na which of said contacts responsive to respect i ve dcprcGs i on 
nf naid kcyg are detected as closed after the test mode is initiated, said contacts indicated as 
closed responsive to respective depression of said keys : 

storing indications of which of said contacts are detected as not closed 
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transferring the stored indications of said contacts detec ted as closed and said contacts 
detected as not closed to said transmission circult bv dc l oy i ng transfer of sa i d i nd i cat i ons unt il 
after more than one of so i d i nd i cot i ons of c l os i ng of sa i d contacts hos been stored ; and 

examining signals corresponding to the transferred indications. 

11, (New) A remote-control transmitter according to claim 1, wherein transfer of said 
indications is delayed until after more than one of said indications of closing of said contacts 
has been stored. 

12. (New) A remote-control transmitter according to claim 1, wherein one of said 
keys is detected as not closed despite being depressed. 
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
